\Vitlioiit feiii- of contriidictiou, it 
may Ije snicl that Bands, huL'e find 
siiiiiU, play cai'ylessly ;it times, and 
tliat, if careless pinyiiig ia allowed to 
become a liiibit, it will eveutiuilly 
j)rove ruinous to tlie execution of 
even the best Bauds. 

One liMs not to go far to disco\"M- 
ihe Ciuises of this evil, t-lie most coni- 
iiion of which is, perhaps, inattention 
on the pint of the nand.saten them- 
selves. 

It is a well-known fact that luun- 
bers of Bandsmen iiay absolutely no 
attention to their Bandmaster or Con- 
ductor. Tile i-esult is obvious, l.n- 
.stead of the Band being' precise hi its 
ensemble^ it is loose and ragg-ed— the 
coruetii playing one time, the middle 
instruments [mother, and the basse.s 
yet aiiotlier. The same niay be said 
fll.iout the expression marks, to say 
noihhig of the mere inechauicab.peL-- 
foi'inanoe winch thhs entails. 

It is the Bandmastei's duty to pilot 
bis men thiongli a piece of music, to 
keep the playing level, expressional, 
and ill time and tune. It -would bo, 
and i.s, impossible for even the best 
Condnctoi's to produce these effects, 
unless they have the undivided atten- 
tion of their men. 

AVhen playing (and the same applies 
to singing,), those taking part sliould 
linve eyes and ears only for thsiv 
music and the Conductor. Unless 
this is tile ease, it is impossible to 
make any inipression on the congre- 
gation. If a Bandsman is looking up 
at the ceiling, admiring the exquisite 
coloring, or a sister i.s smiling at a 
"country couBiii" in the audience, the 
whoio effect may be sacrificed.— Tlvi 
Bandsman unci Songster.

GAVE HIS LIFE. 



Salvationist Miner Changes Places with 
an Unconverted Mate. 



A striking though tragic incident, 
emphasising once more the beautiful 
devotion and sell-sacriflce — even unto 
dentil— of our soldiers, occuried at 
PoiityeymuieT a few days ago, in con- 
nection with the installation of Staff- 
Captain Humphrey as Divisional Offi- 
cer of tlie Swansea Division. 

The meeting was led by Colonel 
Wright, "and as soon as penitents were 
invited to the mercy seat, a working 
man, wearing his pit clotlies and car- 
rying his wallet, came voluntarily 
forward to the penitent-form, .seeking 
salvation. He bad been persuaded to 
attend fclie meeting by one of the sol- 
diers, and had stood at the back of 
tlie hall all the evening. At 9.30 he 
said he must leave to go ou night- 
shift. 

But having got liim to the hall, this 
devoted Salvationist was not prepared 
easily to let him slip wdthout giving 
him a goood chance of being eon- 
verted. He therefore urged liini to 
stay, saying, "I'll take your turn et 
the pit,'"' 

This kindly offer was accepted, .\t 
nine o'clock the Salvationist left to 
prepare for work, and the other miner 
went to the mercy seat. 

The meeting was continued until 
10.45, and a few minutes after eleven 
a messenger brought the. Commanding 
OfHcer news that the roof of the level 
in which the Salvationist was working 
had caved in, and that the I>oor fellow 
bad lost his life.

A LINiuTpiMIL 
Acting-Commissioner Sowton's Scoop, 

Actiug-Conniiissioner Sowton, of 
Denmark, has secured from tlie police 
authorities, and tie now holds for the 
Army, a most unique permit. The 
document gives the Army^ the sole

After the official 
document had been secured from the 
police— and be it known that very

The following story comes from Kan- 
sas City ,and is connected wdth the 
Anti-Suicide work of Lieut. -Colonel 
Scott, the Provincial Officer:- 

One Christmas night, a few years 
ago, when the Colonel was stationed 
in New York, he was working late at 
the office, with rain and sleet beating 
against the window. 

Some one rapped at the door. "CoL 
r.nel, there is a man lying in the door- 
way downstaiis." 

Colonel Scott went down to investi- 
gate. Crouched ngainst the doorway 
was a man, completely exhausted. 
He said he had taken no food for days, 
but had subsisted on drink alone, 
with tli3 last bit of strength, in his 
body, he had pulled himself to the 
Salvation Army Headquarters, wdieve 
he had fallen, against tlie door. The 
Colonel took him in, warmed and fed 
him, and put him to bed. 

On file same date a young woman 
threw herself into the river at Minne- 
apolis. A man wlio was passing in 
a motor-car i-jescued her. She wa3 
taken to the Salvation Army in Minne- 
apolis and cared for. Soon afterwards 
the man who , had gone to Colonel 
Scott in New York was sent to Minne- 
apolis to take up the Salvation Army 
woidi. He met the woman who liad 
tried suicide in the river. They fell 
in love. The man was sent from 
iVIinneapolis to Kansas City. He ar- 
ranged the Fresh-Air Camp there last 
year. Not many months ago, he went 
to Colonel Scott and said: — 

"I'd like to have my sweetheart 
transferred here from Minneapolis." 

To please him. Colonel Scott saw: 
that it was done. , A few days after- 
wards the two appeared at his office, 
and the man said: — 

"Well, well, we're here— together, 
you see, and we'd like to liave you 
marry us." 

And Colonel Scott did. The man 
is a landscape gardener, and is now; 
doing well in his work''; His wdfe ia 
the happy mistress of a home. — Social, 
Gazette.

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UR dear General ia com- 
pletely filling tlie hoii- 
zon in the Old Counti'v, 
and the latest Jinglish 
fry to hand is .full of hij 
doings. 
The i unction at Oxford, briefly 
alluded to ju ouv last issue, nnturally 
ocouiiiQa considerable space. Coiu- 
mi.ssioner Nieol says concerning the; 
proceedings: 

"In -foiiu they were dignified and 
simple. The recipient, of tiie honor 
<in the first instance Prince Arthur of 
Connnughtj stepped into ttie narrow 
aisle tltat leads to tha Chancellor's 
chair. To the left stood the EegJas 
Profes.sor of Civil Law, Dr. Goudy, 
Wdro, in lofty Latin, discour.-ed for 
about a minute or two upon the dis- 
tinguidliing trait.^ in the char.^,eter and 
(the chief deeds in the career of the 
Candidate for University honors. At 
the conclusion of the eulogy, Hl-s 
Highiies.s advanced toward the Chan- 
cellor, \vho pronounced a further pan- 
egyriCj concluding with a formal ad- 
mision of His Higliness to the lionov 
of the illustrious hearers of D.C.h. 
'Then advancing again, the accepted 
candidate — the term is strictly correct 
— acliiiOAvledged the right hand of 
fellowsliip from the Cliancellor, and 
pa.'5sed to the seat previously reserved 
lor the new doctor. 
-®- 
A NOBLE FIGURE. 
Theii cania the General, and of him 
S:_nen'spaper correspondent says: 

"What a noble figure iu the picture 
lie was. Tall and spare, his flowing 
(white _,, "beard, the eyes, ever restless, 
glancing right and left lilse an eagle's 
iwatcliing the world from the skies." 
Eapt\irous nnd prolonged applause 
ifollo\ved his advance from the aisle 
to the .side of the orator. But there 
was no disposition now to interpolate 
questions. Something akin to a boI- 
Gum lii-islr pervaded the assembly, and 
as I scanned the faces of statesmen 
and others, who, it seemed to me, had 
not seeiJ. tlie General till that hour, 1 
ifelt tlitifc they were more than iiiterest,- 
ed in th*^ man, who, clad in the latest 
mark of his country's good-will, had 
(won liis way by the Gospel of the 
iBlood and Fire. 

In presenting the General, Professor 
IGondy said it was the singular merit 
:o! this man that he had achieved ve- 
nowii alike in this country and in 
lo'reign lands, not by any great actions 
pej.foriiied either in war or statesman- 
Bhip, or in. art or science. By a new 
and'dlfl®3-ent path he had made bis 
iway; ^^-i^ '^^'''^'^^ ^^^ ^^en to ci-eate an 
institution for enabling the lowest of 
iris fellow-creatures — "clausi tenebria 
et sarcere caeco" — to raise themselves 
(to a better mode of life. For a long 
period oi years he had had this one 
principal object before his mind— to 
assist the poor, to succour the wretch- 
ed to cheer, up the afflicted, to draw 
the vioioi^s and., the criminal away 
ifjoj^ . vi.ce and crime, "to lure to 
|brigh"t<2i" worlds and lead the way." 
[For hi^ efforts towards the.se noble 
ends it ^'^^^ -^^Sht that their University 
8hould lienor him. 

W'hen the last words were conclud- 
ed, there was a faint break of applause, 
checbecl almost as soon as it was ex- 
pressed, for the scarlet-covere4 figure 
of the Gfsneral moved forward. The 
iChancelior and Vioe-Chaneellor rose 
isimulta^^^'^^'y' doffing their caps, and 
saidst fiP-s silence, and in. deep, sonor- 



ous," sympatlielic tones. Lord Curzon 
said : 

"Vir admodum veirernnde, plebi.s 
infiniae patrone misericoi's, nniniis 
repetuudis exercitus imperator ac 
dux, ego auctoritate niea et totius 
Universitatis admitto te ad grad- 
um Doctoris in Jure Civili honoris 
causa." 

Wliich translated, reads: — 

"0 Man, Most Venerable, Corn- 
passionate Patron of the lowest of 
the people, and Commander of the 
Army for tire winning of souls, I 
admit you as a Doctor of Civil 
Law to tins ancient University." 
Tlie General lightly ascended the 
steps, the Chancellor bent over the 
dais, shook oui- leader warmly, by the 
hand, and the clieer of the day — at 
least one of the great cheers of the day 
— resounded through llie Shehloniaa 
Theatre. As the General filed into 
the front row of seats to the left of the 
Chancellor, he at once began to chat 



Booth entered, accompanied by the 
Commissioners and their partners iu 
the War, was most impressive. The 
full force of light was thrown upon an 
orchestra made resplendent by the 
Army uniform of all grades, and a 
large and well-designed model of a 
Pagoda — embleniatio of the Eastern 
background to the event of the even- 
ing.

Then followed an incident on which 
were concentrated the eye and feelings 
of the vast assemblage — the General's 
reception. Accompanied by, Mrs. Booth, 
Ooininiasioners Hov.'ard,. Carleton, 
Cox, Sturgess, Higgins and Hay, tlxg' 
Chief of the Staff walked down; t.he 
arena to the steps of the Royal ea- 
trance. The audience rose simultan- 
.eously, looking eagerly for what was 
to follow, for although the plan of tlia 
General's entry was known to the or- 
ganizing staff, the audience were 



ignorant of it. 

The General, as soon as the Chief 
reached the landing of the corridor, 
walked cpiietly in, down a few steps, 
and stood still for a few seconds to 
view tire scene. With electric sudden- 
ness the audience raised a ringing 
shout, and ag our Leader advanced, 
wearing the black medieval cap ami 
the long scarlet gown— the latest sym- 
bol of liis counti'y'a esteem — only a 
perfect piece of flasli-ligbt photog- 
raphy — wliicii science Iras not yet 
devised— coLild do justice to the beat- 
ific smile of the bouse. 

Slowly the Genei'al and the proce.13- 
eion— angnrented by the presence o£ 
his traveling Staff— walked towards 
the platform, to the roll of the music 
and the gusts of cheering. Wlien ouir 
Leader reached the space in front of 
the I'ostruiii, Commissioner Mrs. Booth- 
Hellherg, with the impulse of a true 
daughter, embraced the General. 

The audience, now tense with emo- 
tion, broke a-fresh into cheering, 
which lasted till the General waved 
his salutes from the platform, and, 
with the Chief, took hi.s seat. 

After Commissioner Nicol and Col- 
onel Higgina liad briefly addressed the 
gathering, the Chief of the Staff, on 
behalf of the Old Land, gave a mcst 
touching welcome to our General. 

The General's rising was the occ.i- 
sioii of a repetition oif the former dem- 
onstration. After it liad subsided, 
the General divested himself of his 
D. C. L robes and plunged at once in- 
to an address, the doniinant note of 
which was— review, a review of tlie 
goodness of God to hiuisclf, evidenoas 
of the same to the Army, and to the 
campaign in its main ramitication.s. 
Ho said:— 

"Before referring to tire matters o« 
which you will expect rne to address 
you, I feel that I must express my 
gi'atilude to my Heavenly Father for 
the overshadowing care that has 
brought me through many dangers, 
seen and unseen, to meet you onca 
more in the Old Land. 

My experience in this respect ha^ 
been somewhat remarkable, Daring 
the last twenty years I nuist have 
traveled some 370.000 miles by land 
and sea, and conducted 1 don't know 
how many thousands of meetings in 
all^ manner of places, -vvithout disap- 
pointing an audience on more tlian 
one or two occasions, or encountering 
any accident worthy of the name. 

This preservation I attribute largely 
to the generous .facilities for travel 
afforded me by siripping, railway and 
other companies; to the sympathy and 
■ cMe ftf the comrades, who from time 
to time have served on my traveling 
Staff; to the friends who have minis- 
tered to my needs in their hospitable 
homes, and to the exercise of a littla 
common sense and the practice, of a 
little self-denial on my own part, 
(Laugfiter and applause. ) 

But above all I ascribe these jour- 
neying mercies to,. the care of that good 
and loving Being, Who, in answer ip 
your prayers and the prayers of a, 
multitude of comrades up and down 
: the world, has for so many years 
watched over nig, arid kept medn se- 
curity under His sheltering winga,'' 
(Volley.) Then followed;, a. masterly 
speech..

Tgsgj over. Tile hooting sirens 
f~ from tlie neighboring 
WS tug.s echoed good-bye. 
In tlie distunce, receniiTJ 
from view, were the 
crowded with 'friend,-;, 
hats and hndkercliiefs, 
and bidding us be of goood courage. 
On the upper deck of our ship itself 
a band was playing. Tlie bandsmen 
had come all the way from London, 
sacrificing their day's work, to .■speed 
the parting ones. As the band ceasod. 
a uniformed Salvationist gave a niehs- 
age of courage and advice. 

But the hand played to dulled ears. 
The brave words of the Army Colonel 
reached few hearts. The thousand 
emigrant.9 were staring at the land 
idiose shores they had how quitted, 
most of them never to return. 
Mothers held up their babies, and 
pointed out the great Harbor Board 
Pa,lace and the line of Liverpool 
wharves and warehouses. That was 
England, their 'England, and tiiey 
were gazing at it for the last time. 

England had no room for them. I 
looked at the folk on the decks. Tliere 
were countrymen there, aird many of 
thejn. The awkward frames, the tan- 
ned faces, and the thick coarse hands 
told of life on the farm. One sturdy, 
red-headed Dalesman ; came in his . 
corduroys and cloth leggings, home- 
made, rough and Ungainly. There 
were lads froi;ri Eoniford and Salis- 
bury, Reading and Dorchester, thick- 
limbed, stocky and sturdy. The girls 
and women, broa^-hipped and atron.','. 
breasted, most of them, were none of 
your fanciful town misses, but coun- 
try born and ■acustonied to labor. 
They would yet make good mothers 
of a strong generation— mothers of 
the type that has given England her 
sailors and her fighting men. 

The ship on which I wq.s standing 
was the fifth vessel which the Salva- 
tion Army has sent out this year to 
Canada. Every berth was full, and 
many eager to go had been obliged to 
remain behind lor lack of room. The 
Salvation Army has already ui,ken 
over twelve thousand to Canada this 
year, and -will probably bring the 
number up to nearly twenty thousand. 
It is only one agency, although the 
most important one. 

Those who travel from Euston to 
Liverpool in the early morning come 
time after time upon crowds of '"work- 
,ing lads in the railway stations shout- 
ing and cheering, In the trains, other 
lads and lasses, arrayed in their Sun- 
day best, stand at the doors, siniling, 
flushed, eager. Their labelled boxes 
tell their destination. "Montreal," 
"Vancouver," "Winnipeg." This is 
the new Exodus, 

But to return to our ship, sailing 
down the Mersey. I went on the 
lower deck, mixing with the outgoers. 
There were many interesting cliarac- 
iers amongst them. One was a Ijaby 
of tjwo. Her father had gone abroad, 
leaving her in the workhouse, Unable- 
to pay his way at home, he found 
enough and to spare in the West, and 
he had sent back money for the keep 
of Ilia child and for its fare, and a.'^k- 
ing the Salvation Aimy to bring it 
out to him. As a contrast to the 



child was an old lady, "eighty-two 
next June," as she assured ine proud- 
ly, aiso from the workhouse. Her son, 
now eaining a fair living in Canada, 
had sent for her to come from the 
workhou.^e to his home. 

Better Days for Granny. 

"If it wasn't for the rheiiniatiz in 
my feet, I could dance witli any of 
the young folk," she said to me. Be- 
neath her little black bonnet one 
could see a .smooth old forehead and 
bright twinkling eyes. The silver 
hair, the neat clothes^ and the gentle- 
nes.s of the old lady went to my heart. 
Those old arms of yours were made 
t'1 hold and fondle children. Granny, 
and those old eyes of yours were made 
soft to exchange looks of love witli 
the infant eyes of your son's babes. 
All We have been able to give you, as 
to many like you, has been the white- 
washed walls, the oflicial bed, and 
the soul-cru.shing life of the home of 
public charity. Never mind, Granny, 
better days are ahead ! 

"My boy has eight children of his 
own," say.s Granny proudly. 'He's 
a good boy, he is; just the kind to 
get on. But he never had a chance 
here ; he had to go across the water 
to have a chance. He has not been 
out there very long, but now he's earn- 
ing plenty, and he's a garden full of 
flowers and trees, and he baa a nice 
house, and he never forgot his old 
mother at home. God bless him, he 
wanted me, and I'm going to him." 

"There',? no chance for me here." 
Yon hear the same story from man 
after man in this throng. Now it is 
the countryman : "How can you earn 
a living on the land at home ? I am 
going to try Canada. It may be better 
—it can't be worse." Kow it is the 
laborer: "^Eighteen shillings a week 
wag all I could earn here. Who can 
keep a family in London on eighteen . 
shillings a week? I couldn't. They 
tell mc that I can make good money 
there." 

The ' Ubiquitous Army. 

It is hard for some to realize that 
in a short time the Salvation Army 
should' have become the most con- 
siderable Imperial emigration agency 
in existence— one of the great forces 
for the consolidation of Empire. 
Yesterday the man in the red guern- 
sey, preaching on the street corner 
and' offending the susceptibilities of 
the fastidious in many ways, was 
ranked by those who judged marely 
by surface appearance as the narrow- 
est and poorest. of sectarians. To-day 
his influence is felt in every land, 
and he himself has grown with his 
widening ^riliere. 

No one can examine the Salvation 
Army emigration work without dis- 
covering the reasons for its success. 
Much is due to the character of the 
ni.eu at the head, to -the discipline in 
their ranks, and to the wide-reaching 
nature of their organization. Other 
agencies have often chosen emigrants 
wisely, but they have had insufficient 
means for dealing with them all ove^ 
a great continent like America, The 
Salvation Army has its ofUcers' every- ' 
where. The emigrant goes to an out- 
of-the-way corner of British Columbia. 
There is an Army Captain there who 



knows of his eoniiiig. He helps hiin 
to find work; he lets him have liis 
bed if nece.=.-jery ; and he act.^j as tha 
adviser on the i:pot, the friend in a 
strange land. 

Then the Salvation Army advances 
money to suitable ca,-e.s. The town 
laborer witli eight oliildren wouM 
make splendid nifiterial foi' Canad.i.

The Sisters Jackson, as Mrs. Kyla 
and her sister were styled in the early 
days, were remarkably successful soul- 
winners, and in certain parts of Eng- 
land — especially in the North — their 
names are yet revered. 

Colonel and Mrs. Kyle have been 
great traveler?, and have upheld the 
Fin': 111 ;:(:voral climes. Their first 
torfti;;;.! uiJiiointment was California, 
wiii..:ii in those days, was lawless 
p:nough; and on rnore than- .one occa^ 
eion the train in which the Colonel 
has travelled narrowly escaped a hold- 
up by the train-robbers, He tells this 
story of those days; — 

Two young fellows, the sons of a 
Western judge, took to tTain-robbing. 
They held up one train and decanrped 
v/ith $5,000 in a grip and the blood of 
a murdered fireman on their hands. 

They were arrested and lodged 'ii 
jail, but being young and handsome, 
the women of the city got into the way 
of sending them delicacies, flowei's 
and other expressions of sympathy. 

It seemed as though they would 
escape the penalty of their crimes, so 
thirty men resolved to administer' 
justice themselves, and one night they, 
in their stockinged feet, went to the 
jail, demanded the two prisoners from 
the jailer at the muzzle of a revolver, 
and took them to the railway station, 
where they hung them on a tele- 
graph pole, so that wdien, iir the 
early morning, a West-bound train 
came steaming into the .station, the 
passengers, and the Colonel amongst 
them, were horrified at the gruesome 
sight that met their eyes.

When in charge of the Army's work 
in Queensland, he visited Thursday 
Lsland, where an extensive peail 
fishery was carried on, and in connec- 
tion with the Salvation Corps on the 
Island, there were representatives oi 
no fewer than twenty-seven national- 
itieSi ' 

Toward the end of 1904, the General 
appointed tlie Coloiicl to be Chief 
Secretary for Canada and Newfound- 
land, but for several months past, the 
Colonel's health has been very un- 
satisfactory, a matter of very great 
regret to the Coinraissioner, who has 
been unremitting in his attentions, 
and has cheerfully done double duty 
in order that the Colonel might have 
leave to travel, and a chance to re- 
cuperate. Tlie results, however, have 
not at all been what the Commissioner 
and the Colonel's comrades desirg, 
and it has been considered advisable 
that the Colonel should return "to Eng- 
land, where he will have a further 
period of rest to recuperate. It is 
hoped that the change will restore the 
Colonel to his usually robust health, 
as his previous short stay in the 
Homeland had benefited him. 

We are sure all our readers wish the 
Colonel and Mrs. Kyle and family a 
very pleasant voyage, and will pray 
that the Colonel may soon be at the 
battle's front again.

The Colonel then spoke. He said: 

^.The gathering reminded. him of the 
time, ;i, quarter of a century ago, when 
he hud started liis career as a Salva- 
tion Army OfHcer.

Qusbec Minerals. 

There is iron in Quebec, A recent 
report, made by a (jovernmeat sur- 
veyor, declares that the country, in 
a certain, region, is "a mass of mag- 
netic ore/' and that tlie rocks are red 
with iron. rust. Yet, this region is still 
a roadless, mineles.s wilderness. .\i- 
t.hongh tlia Canadian Government 
gives a bounty of tliree dollars u. ton 
for iron made from Canadian ore, no 
one has opened up the iron lands of 
central Quebec. 

There is one rare and valuable 
mineral found in Quebec, and nowhere 
else in America — Asbestos. This 
strange salamander of minerals,, is 
now indispensable. The fierce blaxe 
of a furnace has no more aftect upon 
it than a ray of sunshine; and we ara 
therefore using it for firemen's tani- 
forms, furnace coverings, stove lin- 
ings and innumerable omer i)urpoaea. 



Qi.iebeo is now producing eighty per 
Caiit, i.if the worhl's supply of asbestos. 

The vast uimi.ai)[)ed region of Nortii^ 
ern (iuebec, will yet be the phiy- 
grouud of the contment. Hare is the 
Nottaway, a river two miles wide and 
four hundred nules long, but not 
nearly as well known as tiie Congo. 
Here is Lake Mistassini, with an area 
ol a thousand square miles, wheie tiie 
(ilash of the white innn's puddle lias 
seldom been heard. And here are the 
fails of the Hamilton River, wdiich 
have broken the .silence of this wilder- 
ne.is for ages with a wild plunge more 
terrible thau tliat of Niagara.. 

Monti eal is the headquarters of the 
largest Canadian corporations. The 
oldest is the Hudson Bay Comxiany, 
foremost of fur-trading aggregations. 
Tlie first railway into Montreal was 
♦le Grand Trunk, wliicli located there 
-lul b.iilt a line to I'ortland, Maine, 
more than half a century ago. Latvjr 
o.tme the CMiiadiun Pacific — that 
world-girdling sy.steiu of railways and 
.steainstiii)s by mean,s of which a Lon- 
doner can now cross the Atlantic 
Cceaii, tiie American continent, and 
Llie ,1'aciiic Ocean on a single ticket. 

Money in Canada. 

All [liis biiiigs money to Canada. It' 
builds turreted grayscone palaces on 
tlie banks of the St. l^awrenoe. But 
it does not develop the resources of 
Quebec. The total manufacturing 
capital of Montreal is still less than 
se v'euty-five niillions; and the a\'erage 
Quebec factory can be bought for 
tiliriy thousand dollars. Tha almost 
uiiiimited possibilities of water-power 
at Moutieal iiiignt make her a nianu- 
facturiiig centre with a world-wide 
commerce; j-et, not more than one- 
twentieth of tills power is now being 
utilized. 

In the city of Quebec, which is to 
be the Fasteru end of the new Grand 
Trunk Faoilic Railway, there 'are 
twenty-seven factories, witli four- 
thousand workmen. (Jn . the river 
front, not one ship has been built for 
eleven years; and the rugged old fort- 
ress city seems content to stand guard 
and meditata upon ttie tragic scenes 
6f her earlier days. . 

Sooner or later, the great leaders 
-will a.fise in this land oi! boundless 
possibilities. Several are now on the 
si>ot who show promise" of coming 
greatness; and it Is quite possible' that 
this generation may live to see the 
vast Quebec w'ilderness tamed by 
railways, the Northern farm lands 
settled, and the rocky lid lifted from 
the treasure- chest of the Laurentian 
Range.

stands out clear-cut and v.-e!) detincl 
aga.inst the Ijackground of memory, 
the impression of a volume of full- 
bodied, musical harmony. Cornet?, 
horns, euphoniums, trombones and 
double basses, all working together in 
complete relationship to each other 
like the colors in a picture by Turner. 
In such a picture, one sees reds and 
blues and greens and browns of every 
shade and tint, up to pure color, but 
of such equal values that no one color 
obtrudes itself or stands out from the 
rest — this is harmony. Even so was 
the playing of the Staff Band. But 
just as in a Turneresque sky, thei'e 
is a note of. pure blue, so the body of 
melody was punctuated, relieved by 
cornet trumpeting of high notes, clear 
and liquid, and tuneful as water drop- 
ping into a deep well; notes, that ran 
in and out amongst the undertone 
liko lightening playing amongst 
tlrunder clouds; and then those glori- 
ous trombones, crashing like the roar 
of battle or .softly moaning iike wind 
amongst the trees.

Girls Decoyed from New York for 
Immoral Purposes, 



RESCUED BY THE SALVATION 
ARMY. 



On the arrival at Kingston, Jam- 
aica, of one of tlic E. i\r. bo.ats from 
New York recently, word was brought 
to Salvation Army Headquarters that 
a woman on board had several girls 
witli her, whom it was suspected were 
being taken to Colon for immoral 
purposes. 

Early next morning. Colonel Lind- 
say went aboard, saw the girls, ascer- 
tained the facts of the case and in- 
vited the girls to leave' the woman, 
offering to intercede for them. Two 
of the five young women resolved to 
break away from their procuress, and 
were handed over to the care of Mrs. 
Lindsay. 

The Colonel then interviewed the 
Superintendent of the Steamship' 
Company, and secured their passage 
back to New York, by a boat leaving 
next day. 

The girls told a sad story. One was 
a Russian, the other a German— both 
Jewesses. The Russian, who is quite 
a yormg girl, left her native country 
about three years ago, arriving :n 
America absolutely friendless.

Then came the temptress (also a 
Jewess) posing as a rich lady, desiring 
to adopt a daughter, to accompany iier 
about the world. The young girl, ig-

On board the .steamer she found 
other girls, and inquiries of thenr 
opened her eyes. They had been told 
they were being taken to a largo cigar 
factory on the Istlimu,s, where they 
would earn plenty of money, etc, etc. 

After a few .scenes with her adopted 
mother (?) the trrrth dawned on the 
gild. She became very wretched, and 
threatened to throw herself overboard. 
Travelers on board interested them- 
selves in her, and quietly assured her 
that it would be all right when she' 
got to Kingston, as the Salvation 
Army would help her.

There stands u25on a hill in the vill.i 
age of Uphill, in the county of Somer- 
set, England, a small and vei'y old 
cluirch, which is surrounded by caves 
in which the bones of all kinds of 
animals have been discovered. Thia 
historic place of worship, which looks 
down upon Uphill Castle and the 
village itself, was at one time the only, 
place of worsliip for miles around. 

For several years no Sunday ser- 
vices have been lield within its "wall*, 
and the only time that the public ars 
allowed to worship there is one night 
iu the year — on Cliristmas eve — when, 
the vicar of Uphill or some other; 

There is a foot- 
patli leading up the hill to tlie church, 
but as the lull is a vei'y steep one, and 
the distance great, very few people 
visit the chuicli. It is by order of thtj 
Ecclesiastical Conunissioneis that it 
is opened to the public once a year. 

Curious stories are told regarding 
this interesting edifice, one of whicli 
is to the effect that the church was 
purposely built on the top of the hill, 
so that the preacher could feel con- 
vinced of the sincerity of the faitli ot 
tliose who accomplished the task of 
climbing to it. The church has been 
visited by ])eople' from all paits of 
the world. It in the only building in 
England— probably in the world— in 
which Divine service is conducted 
only once a year.
